NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES: 


The accounting policies of the Town of Greenwood, Maine 
conform to generally accepted accounting principles as 
applicable to governmental units, except that the Town 
does not record the general fixed asset group of 
accounts. 


A. Basis of Presentation: 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of 
funds or account groups, each of which is considered a 
separate accounting entity. The operations of each fund 
are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing 
accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund bal- 
ance, revenues, and expenditures. The various funds are 
grouped by type in the financial statements. 


Governmental Funds: 


General Fund - The general fund is the general operating 
fund of the Town. All general tax revenues and other 
receipts that are not allocated by law or contractual 
agreement to another fund are accounted for in this fund. 
From the fund is paid the general operating expenditures, 
the fixed charges, and the capital improvement costs that 
are not paid through other funds. 


Fiduciary Funds and Reserve Funds: 


Fiduciary and reserve funds are to be used for a specific 
designated purpose. 


"Memorandum Only" Total Columns: 


Included on the combined financial statements are total 

columns captioned "Memorandum Only" to indicate that they 
are presented only for informational purposes. Adjust- 

ments to eliminate interfund transactions have not been 

recorded in arriving at such amounts and the memorandum 

totals are not intended to fairly present the financial 

position or results of operations of the Town, taken as a 
whole. 


Additionally, the 1994 totals presented in the "Memorandum 
Only" columns are included to provide a summarized com- 
parison with comparable 1995 amounts and are not intended 
to present all information necessary for a fair presenta- 
tion of financial position and results of operations in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles.

SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES (CONCLUDED) : 


B. Basis of Accounting: 


The modified accrual basis of accounting is followed 
by the Governmental funds. Under the modified ac- 
crual basis of accounting, revenues are recorded when 
received in cash except for property tax revenues 
which are recorded as deferred tax revenues unless 
collectible within sixty days following the year end. 
Expenditures, other than interest on long term debt, 
are recorded when the liability is incurred. 


Cs General Fixed Assets: 


The Town does not maintain a record of its general 
fixed assets. Expenditures for property and equip- 
ment are charged against departmental operations 
whenever such items are purchased. 


PROPERTY TAX: 


The Town’s property tax for the current year was levied on 
August 16, 1995 on the assessed value listed as of April 
1, 1995 for all real and personal property located 

in the Town. Taxes were due December 10, 1995 with in- 
terest at the rate of 10% per year assessed on unpaid 
taxes on or before December 31, 1995. Liens on 1994 
unpaid property taxes were placed on July 28, 1995. 


CASH AND INVESTMENTS: 


The Town’s deposits at year end were in institutions which 
provide Federal Depository Insurance. Maine statutes 
authorize the Town to invest funds in savings banks, trust 
companies, and national banks. Funds can also be invested 
with State or Federal building and loan or savings and 
loan associations with credit unions. Uninsured deposits 
at December 31, 1995 were $325,243.
